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SOCIALISTS AND THE JUDGES. 
here is some perturbation in orthodox political 
Circles regarding possible Socialist success in the 
November judicial elections. The two major polit 
jeal organizations are not much concerned over 
independent activities, but the Socialists stand for 
an unknown quantity this year. © 

They are expected to convert various elements 
of discontent, malcontent, sedition, pacifism, broth- 
erly love, internationalism, social conscience, Ger- 
manism, radicalism, etc., into votes in an election 
presenting no issues at all relevant to the forms of 
irregularity, protest, intellectual dissent, etc., 
which are expected to cast them. 

‘It is a disagreeable thing for a community to 
have any such possibility to consider, and we do 
not think it is a tangible danger—but it is one 
worth some attention from citizens who believe 
that an election ought to decide questions at issue 
and not register merely dissatisfaction or vagrant 
thought. 

Fundamentally a Socialist candidate for judge is 
@ political. absurdity. It is no defense of such can- 
didacy to say that party increase in strength and 
solidity is sought and that propaganda receives an 
impulse from political success. Socialist activity 


legitimately is for a change in the arrangements of | 


human association. The present system, which 
Socialism would change in essence, is represented 
by law which a judge is not to re-create or alter but 
to apply. , 

‘When a community changes its system of law it 
may change the-administrators of it, but no greater 
political folly than giving administration of present 
law to Socialist judges could be imagined. We 
have no idea that there is much danger of it in 
| case, but it is worth taking into account— 
not because one-half the citizens who cast Socialist 
votes will know anything about Socialism but be- 
cause. we are not altogether sure what elements of 
dissent thére may be in the county or how eagerly 
they may be looking for a regularized method of 
expressing themselves. | ! 

The judicial elections next month will attract 
undoubtedly great numbers of men who are keep- 
ing their dissenting or seditious opinions quiet 
because of prudence. The election is a wide open 
opportunity for expression. The whole mass of 
protest, from intellectual dissent to downright Ger- 
manism, may register opinion and emotion in the 
polls. | 

Many protestants and.malcontents will not take 
into consideration the fact that nothing is at issue 
under a cloud of mAj6F @veres.” Citizens Who ought 
to be interested will not be. It seems as if it were 
a minor local operation which will be attended to 
without troubling any one.

effort by an attempt to persuade Japan to main. 
tain a passive réle in the war in return for German 
support for Japanese projects in China. . 

The German proposals, it appears, came to 
naught. But no sane person can doubt that Ger- 
many was and is very desirous to make a deal with 
Japan. The material possibilities of such an alli- 
ance, from a Teutonic standpoint, are obvious but 
there can be little question it has another and 

: perhaps Stronger, appeal to the German Falin 
house. Most of the democratic governments of me 
world have aligned themselves against the German 
autocracy &nd against the very Principle of autoc. 
racy. It is time of storm and stress for the auto. 
erats, and particularly for that Prussian autocrat, 
Wilhelm 'II. He would be untrue to the traditions 
of autocracy if, for self-protection alone, he did 
sot seek tu form a coalition with other autocracies. 
it would be surprising if he did not think of the 
mikado as his “ natural” ally. 

Certain critics of Japan have averred—perhaps 
“insinuated” would be the better word—that the 
¢spanese government might be expected to throw 
in her'lot with Germany if it began to appear that 
the central powers would emerge victorious. These 

critics professed to fear that Japan was witbhold- 
ang trom active participation in the war with this 
end in view. 

We need not assume there fs any truth in this 
theory, At the same time we need not ignore the 
fact that a victorious Germany might exercise a 
powerful influence in Japanese official circles, I¢ 
we had not joiged the allied cause, if we still main.

THE CASE OF THE FARMER. 

The dean of an agricultural college says that 
the farmer has been confused rather than dilatory 
in the undertaking of war obligations and that his 
isolation from organized community efforts puts 
him out of direct touch with the influences which 
readily inspire townsfolk. | 

Every one has been subjected to confusion of 
advice. That was the natural consequence of try- 
ing to do in six months a thing that requires years. 
The wohder is that the confusion has not been 
greater, and a greater wonder is that the accom 
plishments have been so great. Undoubtedly good 
intentions on the farm have gone off in the wrong 
direction as often as good intentions in the cities— 
if not more often.. 

The point of isolation is well taken. It has been 
insisted upon in the criticism of the farmer. If the 
war is a dim pageant for urban eyes and a remote 
struggle in city imagination, it is yet more dim and 
more remote for rural dwellers. The point also 
must be insisted upon that while there is a mechan- 
ical effort to break down the agricultural isolation 
from community thought and activity there must 
not be a political effort to create a caste isolation. 

Mr. Hulbert’s criticism of the farmer, a criticism 
for which the banker has been pounded ever since 
he made it, was baséd on experience, and we hope 
and believe will have a good effect. It doés not 
answer it to say that this individual or that indi- 
vidual has done well, bought bonds, sent sons to 
thé army, etc. No one thinks that the farmers as 
a class have become radical Russian individualists. 

Country bankers were authority for the state 
ment that it was useless to try to interest farmers 
in Liberty bonds. Not only that, but nearly over 
organizer sent into rural districts by Chicago 
houses to prepare for the selling of bonds came 
back discouraged. __ 2 

If the reports of these organizers had been ac- 
cepted as indicating the temper of the country the 
prediction would have been that the United States 
would quit in the first round of the fight. The very 
fury which criticism has aroused in farming sec- 
tions indicates that good results are being obtained 
from it. : 

It is not at all the farmer's fault that he cannot 
get in close touch with community inspiration. He 
is bound to be slower to move than a citizen who 
can readily get a stimulation of thought and emo- 
tion from such a parade as Chicago saw Wednes- 
day. City folk have more time to inform them- 
selves and they get impulses from associations. 

It is not altogether the farmer’s fault that politics 
has made a sacred cow of him—not that he protests 
much against it or dislikes it. It is poor business 
for the nation to have a sacred cow caste estab- 
lished, and that is one bad service which politics 
inside of congress and out has done. 

Let the criticism of the farmer do its work. It 
will be unjust and inconsiderate in places, but 
observation and experience prove that it will do a’ 
great deal of good, Politics has been afraid of the 
farmer and, being afraid of him, not only has a 
volume of emotional rhetoric about him but has 
carried its fears into legislation and administration. 

We cannot very well administer the country upon 
the fear that an important body of citizens will be 
furious if there is a drought when rain is needed. 
We are in no more need of a farming caste in this

The exercises for overcoming weak .

are: 

1. Stand on a firm table with the balls 
of the bare feet on the edge, the toes 
projecting over the side. Bend the toes 
down as far as possible, then up. Re- 
peat thirty times. At first the hands 
should be used to help bend the toes

2 Standing with the bare feet on @ 
fiat surface, bend the toes up as far as 
possible. Straighten them as nearly as 
possible. Repeat thirty times. 

3. Toes are separated as far as possi- 
ble. Then closed. Repeat thirty times. 
Help with the hands. 

3. Standing on a flat surface, lift the 
toés [stand on the heels). Repeat thirty 
times. 

5. Turn the feet inward and carry 
the weight on the other edge of the feet. 
While in this position curl and straight- 
en the toes thirty times. 

6. Stand on one foot. Carry the other 
one forward to an angle of thirty de- 


grees. Rotate the foot in a complete 
circle about thirty times. Repeat with 
the other foot. |

After these exercises have been gone 
through with twice a day for two 
months, it will be time for walking on 
the toes, dancing, and such other ex- 
ercises as develop the calf muscles. The 
first two months musf be devoted to de 
veloping the unduly weak muscles of the 
foot and front part of the lower leg. 

No arch supports, leg or foot braces 
are to be worn. They do harm in that 
they make weak muscles weaker. 

In walking, the toes are to point di- 
rectly forward or a little toward the 
inner side. ‘This is very important. _ 

The socks must be four numbers larger 
that the shoe. For examplé: A man 
wearing a No. 7 shoe must wear a No. 
11 sock.» Light wool socks are the best.

APT. THE HON. WILLIAM WAT- 
SON-ARMSTRONG of the North- 
umberland fusiliers, whose im- 
pending marriage to Miss Zaide 

Drummond Wolff has just been an- 
nounced, is the only son and heir of Lord 
Armstrong. His fianeée is the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Drummond Wolff of 
Caplanne, at Pau, and granddaughter of 
the late Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, who 
as British ambassador at Madrid was 
intrusted with the care of the interests 
of the United States during the latter's 
war with Spain in 1898. 

Capt. Armstrong rendered himsélf 
somewhat foolishly conspicuous in 1913 
through his ultra-socialistic and even 
syndicalistic utterances, which attract- 
ed much attention at the time on this 
side of the Atlantic, owing to the er- 
roneous belief that his father wag the 
chief owner of the great Armstrong ord- 
nance, armor plate, and warship buildjng 
works at Elswick. But they were the 
immature, half-baked utterances of a 
callow undergraduate of Trinity college, 
Cambridge, whose father had no longer 
any connection whatsoever with the 
world-famed concern at Elswick, some- 
times described as the British counter- 
part of the Krupps in Germany. 

~- 

Young Armstrong insisted that the Els- 
wick company, instead of paying large 
dividends, should distribute the entire 
profits among the workingmen, urged 
that the works should be syndicalized, 
according to the most advanced theories 
of socialism, and that all the working- 
men in England should be organized into 
great unions, which would themselves 
own the capital and run the various in- 
dustries. He also proclaimed himself in 
favor of the abolition of monarchy and, 
above all, of the abolition of the peerage. 

The present Lord Armstrong, his fa- 
ther, married last year, for the second 
time, a Miss Beatrice Cowx, and through 
foolish speculation entirely wrecked the 
‘large fortune which he had inherited 
from his granduncle, the first Lord Arm- 
strong. Sorhe six or seven years ago he 
was obliged to sever his connection with 
the Elswick works, to sell all his house- 
hold furniture, pictures, 
horses, etc., and to effect a composition 
with his long list of creditors, who in- 
cluded a number of well known London 
money lenders and usurers.

The late Lord Armstrong, founder of 
the Elswick works, which has built a 
number of ironclads for the British 
government and for foreign powers, 
was not a self-made map, in the sense 
that he was of humble ‘origin, for his 
father was the wealthiest iron merchant 
of Newcastle on-Tyne and served a num- 
ber ‘of terms of office as mayor of that 


city. 


any illustrious ancestors, nor added any 
gems of mythological genealogy to the 
pages of “Burke” devoted to his name. 
His shield and supporters bore reference 
only to his trade; the supporters being 
two’ stalwart smiths, with huge sledge- 
hammers, while the motto, “Fortis in 
arms,” {Strong in arms] in allusion to 
his name and to the excellence of his 
artillery, is perhaps the most appropriate 
to be found in the entire rolls of the 
Royal College of Heralds.

In marrying Miss Drummond Wolff the 
future Lord Armstrong is not marry- 
ing money, 

~- 

The ancestry of the future Lady Arm- 
strong is of a rather mixed character. 
For Sir Henry Drummond Wolff was the 
son of a converted Jew, who achievell 
great fame in the early portion of Queen 
Victoria’s reign, as a missionary and ex- 
plorer in Central Asia. Indeed, the ex- 
traordinary adventures of Dr. Joseph 
Wolff in Bokhara excited so mich en- 
thusiasm on his return to England, that 
Lady Georgiana Walpole, daughter of 
the second Earl of Orford, insisted upon 
marrying him. 

It was thanks to the influence of this 
Earl of Orford and of- his Godfather, 
Henry Drummond, one of the founders 
of the Irvingite sect, that Henry Drum- 
mond Wolff received an appointment to 
the foreign office at the unusually early 
age of sixteen. , 

No reference to Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff would be complete without a brief 
mention as to the real cduses of his re- 
tirement from the diplomatic service 
as a bitterly disappointed man, the more 
so as they were not unconnected with 
the United States. Left in charge of 
American interests in Spatn on the out- 
break of the latter’s war with the United 
States, he was in that capacity, as also 
in his role of dean of the diplomatic 
corps at Madrid, particularly well quali- 
fied to act as the channel of mediation 
between the two belligerénts. 

~~ 

Indeed this was expected of him, and 
there is no doubt that he could have ac- 
complished it had he not gone about the 
matter in a manner which indicated that 
his faculties were at the time on the 
wane. At first the Spanish government 
showed itself disposed to accept his good 
offices in the belief that owing to the 
particularly friendly relations that sub- 
sisted between England and the United 
States more favorable terms could be 
obtained from the latter through Great 
Britain than through any other foreign 
power. 

Instead of waiting, however, for the 
Spanish government to conclude her ac- 
ceptance of England's offer before men- 
tioning the subject of reward Sir Henry, 
off his own bat and without instructions 
from his government, intimated at the 
very outset of his negotiations that Great 
Britain would expect a species of bro- 
kerage fee for her service in the shape 
of one of the Canary islands or the lease 
of Ceuta or else the cession of those 
Spanish heights which entirely command 
the land side of Gibraltar.

“A sore throat may be diphtheria. 
The soreness may be slight and there 
may be no noticeable fever. Don’t 
call a sore throat tonsilitis, because it 
may be diphtheria. 

“Disregard of slight .sore throat 
kills hundreds of persons in Chicago 
every year. <An epidemic of diph- 
theria is a reflection upon the intelli- 
gence of the community. 

“We know the cause of diphtheria, 
the modes of transmission of the con- 
tagious element from one to another, 
and we have a prophylactic and rem- 
edy in antitoxin. — 

“The intelligent and conscientious 
use of this knowledge will prevent epi- 
demics of diphtheria and will stop the 
spread of the disease after it has been 
introduced into a community.”

‘Shield. 
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Joliet, IlL, Oct. 25.—[Special.J—a 
bank robbery with all the action of a 
movie thriller was staged at Monee, 
Ill, a village near here, this after- 
noon. It included the binding of the 
cashier; his summoning help by a sec- 
ret call bell; the frightening away of 
the bandits; their flight through the 
village; the forcible entry into a farm- 
house, and the terrorizing of two wom- 
en,, and a revolver battle between the 
desperadoes and a posse. Finally, one 
robber wounded and ammunition gone, 
they were captured. 

About 12:30 o’clock this afternoon 
two men, giving the names of Frank 
Barry, 42, of Chicago, where ‘he says 
he lived at 1346 West Madison street, 
and Robert Jones, a youth of 18 of 
Peoria, were thrown off a freight train 
at Monee by the train crew.: —s_. 

They loafed about the village for an 
hour and then entered the State Bank 
of Monee. There they talked to the 
cashier, John H. Freese, who was 
alone. As Freese leaned across the 
coynter, he was seized, bound, gagged, 
and thereatened with death at the 
muzziles of two revolvers. 

Cashier Calls Aid. 

The men then leaped across the 
counter, while Freese wriggled about 
until his head pressed a secret push 
button, which rang a bell in the store 
of his father, two doors north. Arthur 
Peters, a clerk, came to the bank. At 
the door he was stopped by the guns of 
the bandits, but he ran out and 
aroused the town. . 


seizing a bag containing $200, fled to 
the farmhouse of Edward Yando, about 
a mile away. They broke in the door 
of the house and found Mrs. Cora 
Yando and her aged mother. Seeing 
the citizens’: posse in pursuit, they 
threatened the women with death if 
they atempted to escape, and pro- 
ceeded to barricade the place. 

When the posse arrived the younger 
bandit became frightened and escaped 
through a back door, The other re- 
mained, and, using the women as a 
shield, prepared to fight.

Must Stimulate Production. 


In a statement reviewing the world 
food situation Mr. Hoover said the 
fight against the submarine would be 
won if the United States and Canada 
rould stimulate production and effect, 
economies so as to feed the allies from 
this continent without sending a ship 
farther afield than the American At- 
lantic seaboard. 

Ships, wheat, and hogs are the 
great needs emphasized by Mr. 
Hoover. He said deepest concern had 
been caused by the fact that in spite 
of high prices this country’s pork con- 
sumption had increased during the 
war until production had -been out-. 
stripped, a situation that must be 
changed. 

Great Need of Pork. 


“If we discontinue exports,” Mr. 
Hoover added, “we will move the 
German line from France to the At- 
lantic seaboard. Pork products have 
an influence in this present world 
situation wider than one would ordi- 
narily attribute to them. The human 
body must have a certain amount of 
fat. We must increase production of 
hogs if we are to answer the world’s 
craving. : 

“The production of fats is today a 
critical necessity for the preservation 
of these people [the allies] and the 


war. Every pound of fat is as sure of 
service as every bullet, and every hog 
is of greater value to the winning of 
this war than a shell.”

Limitation of such sales is in 
accordance with the policy of the food 
administration to prevent hoarding, 
but retailers are not permitted to make 
combination sales, that is, to force cus- 
tomers to buy something else in order 
to get sugar. That practice must stop. 

‘ Check on Retailers. 

“ Jobbers have been notified to stop 
making sales to retailers who, during 
the period of temporary shortage, 
charge their customers more than the 
normal profit, as announced daily by 
us. 


“We hope to be able to add butter 
and eggs to our daily price list by Sat- 
urday, as the basis of profit has been 
agreed upon.

Sugar in Vegetables. 


Every vegetable we use contains su- 
gar or a substance that is partly 
changed to sugar in the ceroking. This 
is also true of all the food s-eds. Wheat 
starch turns to sugar in the mouth if 
well chewed. Try chewing some raw 
wheat thoroughly and see how deli- 
cious it is. Children love it, and it is 
ten thousand times better for them 
than any “sucker.” 

Now sugar is soluble in water, and, 
as anybody knows who has ever melt- 
ed a bit of sugar, it becomes more sol- 
uble with heat. The dreadful waste- 
fulness in vegetable cookery is due 
to this fact, that the sugar in the, veg- 
etable is dissolved in the cooking wa- 
ter, and this water is then thrown 
away. Actual food loss of not only 
sugar but even of more important sol- 
uble elements and great loss in flavor 
is the result. Every vegetable that is 
well grown, except cabbage, can be 
cooked in just enough water to start 
the steam around it, after which it 
will cook in its own water. On an 
average vegetables are 80 per cent 
water. * > 


—_—_— — 
No one with any judgment at all 
throws away the water in which fruits 
are cooked. But since the water from 
vegetables when much diluted is brack- 
ish, it has not been realized that it 
was rich in fundamentally necessary 
Since there is a prospect that we 
shall have less sugar to use than we 
like, or than we need, it is highly 
necessary that we conserve all we 
have stored up in precious little food 
packets. To cook onions in several 
waters and throw each away is wast- 
ing sugar and more valuable minerals. 
Onion rightly cooked in a little water 
is as mild and sweet as possible. The 
vogue of fried onions amo what 
we may call “natural eaters,” part- 
ly due to the fact that no onion sugar 
is wasted by this method of cooking.

This will spoil or mold in no time, 
and be a light red, while the other 
was dark, because sugar cooks dark 
or caramelizes. Often jellies are dark 
and dull for this reason. This pulp 
will be like the Italian tomato paste 
so much used in sauces. It must be 
carefully sealed. The boiled down 
juice is by far the most valuable of 
the two because of what is dissolved 
in it. . 

Every vegetable 
contains sugar. This.is.why.we.need 
to n how to cook each. For in- 
stance, it has been proven by a scient- 
ist that the most favorable changes 
in a potato, changes from stgfch to 
sugar, take place at bofling!témpeta- 
ture and between ten and twenty 
minutes of,cooking.
